The words italicized are from the clause 
mysteriously eliminated. Their import will be 
appreciated as the present local campaign 
develops. The freeholders do not hesitate to 
put themselves on record touching their in- 
tention in this matter. 

M. H. Phelan remembers well the proceed- 
ings while this clause was under considera- 
tion. He offered the ineligible clause and it 
was discussed fully. In the course of the de- 
liberations two votes were taken and both 
were unanimous on the point that tbe Mavor 
should not be eligible to re-election. The ab- 
sence of the missing clause was not discovered 
until some time after the document had been 
reported and the freeholders’ term had ex- 
pired.
